Senator Brown today made a capital speech 
in oppesition to Senator Blair’s proposed wo- 
man's suffrage amendment to the constitution. 
He treated the subject in its broad relations 
touching the different spheres of man and wo- 
manscapacity and duty. His remarks re- 
ceivcd a most attentive hearing, and many 
copies oi his speech have already been request- 
ci by senators, who agree with its views, for 
circulation among their constituents. The 
amendments required two thirds, and failed to 
receive gue third, being lost by a vote of thir- 
ty-four to sixteen. During the debate the 
galleries were well filled with the amazons 
who are now in Washington attending a wo- 
man's right’s convention. Many of them had 
photographs and miniatures of Senator Blair 
on their persons, and allof them were deeply 
pained at the heartless action of the senate. 

MR. TURNER'S VICTORY.

The Proposed Constitutional Amendment 
Defeated by the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, January 2».—Charles BL, Far- 
well, senater-elect fromthe state of Lllinois, 
escorted by Mr. Cullom, had the oath of office 
vdministe red to him by the presidinz. officer, 
2nd took the seat recently occupied by Mr. 
(ullom, while the latter took that of the late 
Senator Logan.

Leaders in the wo- 
fhan suffrage movement were in the senate gal- 
lery today when Senator Blair moved to post- 
pone thefpending business for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the proposed constitutional amend ment 
giving the right of suffrage to women. Sena- 
tor Call, whose resolution relating to the Flor- 
ida railroad, was under discussion, madea plea 
against the proposition to displace it. 

Senator George called attention to the un- 
finished state of the bill forthe establishment 


of agricultural experiment stations, setting 
forth its parliamentary rights and 
protesting against any action which 


would push it permanently aside. 

Senator Beck reminded the senate of the 
notice he gave last night of his purpose to 
press the railroad attorney bill today and al- 
ludcd to the long postponement of this meas- 
ure already once passed by the senate and 
brought back for reconsideration. A very dis- 
tinguished lady—Miss Anthony—had sent for 
him three times this morning and he had re- 
fused to go out because he knew he would be 
unable to refuse what she would ask.

A CONTESTED ELECTION CASE 


Leads to a Sharp and spirited Colloquy in 
the House. 

WASHINGTON, January 25.—-Mr. Hiscock ap- 
peared inthe house this morning and was 
wermly congratulated by his colleagues upon 
his success in the senatorial contest in New 
York. 

The enrolled copy of the interstate com-

Mr. Lanham, of Texas, asked unanimous

Mr. Turnef, of Georgia, called up the Rhode

The debate continued rather drearily until Mr. 
Turner, of Georgia, arose to close the discus- 
sion, when, in commenting upon what he de- 
nounced as bribery in the case of the payment 
cf 43 to a voter to compensate him for the loss 
of time, he suggested that the time might come 
when aman in New England would have to 
be paid to celebrate the fourth of July! 

Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, inquired 
whether the statistics of the last electicu would 
not show that a much larger proportion of 
voters went to the polls in New England than 
in Georgia? 

Mr. Turner said that,in hisown instance, 
there was no opposition to his election, and 
that the chairman of the republican committee 
in his district had stated to hin that there was 
no objection to his re-election to congress. 

his was the case alsoin the districts of his 
colleagues, and hence the vote in Georgia was 
a mere dress parade ofthe democratic party, 
those who voted only coming out to show re- 
spect to the candidates. In New England it 
was a rare thing for parties to unite upon a 
candidate,and therefore a full vote was brought 
out and all parties and factions of parties rep- 
resented. He had the highest respect for New 
England. He believed that the country was 
immensely indebted tothat section of the 
country. Her town governments were the 
best in the union and her commonwealths were 
well governed, but he wanted it understood 
that ajl virtue and ajl grace and all purity of 
elections did not reside within the limits of the 
New England.states. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, inquired if it were 
not true that while the average vote for con- 
gress in New England was 32,000, the. average 
vote in Georgla was only 12,000. 

Mr. Turner said that he had already replied 
otthat question, and gi ven the reason for the 
large vite in one section and the small vote in 
the other. If there was a democrat in the gentle- 
man’s district who would not get up beforeday 
in the morning and pay his own expenses for 
the privilege of voting against the gentleman, 
he dencunccd him as no democrat. | Laughter

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POLITICAL STRUGGLES. | 


THE VWRANGLES IN NEW JERSEY 
AND INDIANA. 


The Democrats of the New Jersey Legislature Nomi- 
nate Ex-Govarnor Abbstt for the United States 
Benate—Republicans Abstein From Vot- 
ing—Tbe Balloting St1)] Goiag On. 


TRENTON, N. J., January 25.—The senate 
met at 10a.m. Secretary Reading called the 
bedy to order. Senator Livingstone, of Union, 
rose and stated that he held in his hand the 
credentials of Senators-elect Werts, of Morris; 
Baker, of Cumberland ; and Edwards, of Hud- 
son, all democrate, and he desired that these 
gentlemen should be sworn in and their names 
placed on the roll. 

Senator Griggs, at the same time, moved that 
the organization of senate be postponed to Fri- 
day noon, and that the senate adjourn to that 
time. 

Senator Moon moved that action on Senator 
Griggs’s motion be deferred until the creden- 
tials in Senator Livingstone’s hands be dis- 
posed of. 

Senator Griggs replied that a motion to ad- 
journ took precedence of all other business, 
and thathis motion must be ruled down be- 
fore any other business could be taken up. 

Senator Livingstone raised the point that 
Senater Griggs’s motion was to postpone and 
that it differed from a motion to adjourn and 
did not take precedence. 

secretary Reading, however, took Senator 
Griggs’s view and put his motion, which was 
carried by a vote of 8 to 3—Livingstone, Mc- 
Bride and Moon. 

A crisis wasreached in the senatorial situa- 
tion this afternoon, when the democratic ma- 
jority of the assembly, in pursuance of their 
caucus programme, forced a ballot. A call of 
the house was made immediately upon reas- 
eembling at 3 o'clock, and within a few minutes 
all members were in their places except Throck- 
morton, democrat, whose absence was not sat- 
isfactorily accounted for, still the democrats 
had thirty members present to twenty-nine 
republicans, and théy resolved to proceed. The 
republicans gave notice that they would not 
take part in these proceedings, for the reason 
that balloting for a senator was not authorized 
by law until the second Tuesday after the or- 


ganization of the legislature, and the 
legislature owas not fully- organized 
as yet, the senate not having 


organized, A democratic member replied that 
it was true the revolutionary tactics of the re- 
publicang had prevented the organization of 
the senate, but all the democratic members of 
the legislature were ready to comply with the 
law. Hesaid that he believed the attitudes of 
the two parties were fully understood by the 
people, and further debate was useless. He 
moved the previous question. It was carried 
by of ge vote of thirty democrats. Speaker 
Baird and two labor men stood with the re- 
publicans. The republicans again entered 
protest, but the house proceeded to vote on the 
question of taking a ballot, and it prevailed by 
the votes of the thirty democrats. The repub- 
licans refused to yote. Therule requiring al] 
members present to vote except when excused 
by the house, was read. The republicans,how- 
ever, still declined to yote. The matter was 
not pressed, but nominations for senator were 
received. 

Leon Abbett, of Hudson, was placed in nom- 
ination. The roll was called and thirty votes 
were east for Abbett. This included all the 
democraticassemblymen except Throckmorton, 
absent, and Baird, not voting. None of the re- 
publicans or labor men “voted. The record 
wasordered to be entered on the assembly 
journal. And adjournment then took place 
till 11:30 a. m. tomorrow, when the democratic 
senators will join with the assembly in 
formall¢ voting for Abbett. With nine sena- 
tors the democrats would have thirty-nine 
vites or two short of the number necessary to 
elect. They are hopeful, however, of having 
both their missing men, Throckmorton and 
Speaker Baird, with them in the final vote. 
The republicans express no anxiety. The 
senate adjourned to Friday. They say, how- 
ever, that the action of the democrats is illegal 
and will not stand. They will persist in re- 
fusing to vote. 

The republican legislative caucus held this 
evening decided to appoint a committee to ob- 
tain an opinion as to the legality of the demo- 
cratic vote today for United States senator and 
the proposed joint meeting tomorrow. The 
republicans will attend the joint meeting. but 
will not vote.

A HORRIBLE REVELATION 


I'WO INNOCENT BOYS IM PRISONED 
FOR THREE YEARS. 
A 
A Priest Announces That a Guilty Man Has Confessed 
to a Crime for Which Others are Being Pan- . 
ished—Detectives Whip and Starve thy é 
Boys Until Wiiling to Say Anything. 


MILWAUKEE, January 25.—Three years ago, 
next May, Mahlon McCullough and William 
Puetz, two boys connected with some of the 
leading families of Bayview, were sent te 
state prison for three years, upon conviction of 
having shot and robbed August Grothe, a street- 
car driver. Today Father Decker, pastor ef 
St. Anthony’s church, announces that the boys 
are innocent, and that the guilty man has 
made himself known to him through the com- 
fessional. He refuses, however, to divulge 
the name of the latter: but has asked (iovernor 
Rusk to pardon Puetz and McCullough. The 
assault on Grothe was made one dark 
night in the suburbs of this city in true high- 
wayman style. Grothe refused to surrender 
his change box and was shot, it was supposed, 
fatally. Atsight of the bleeding body, Mrs. 
Grothe became a raving maniac and is now 
confined in anasylum, At the trial, a detec- 
tive testified that the hoys confessed their part 
in the act and robbery. Puetz and McCullough 
say that the confession was forced from them; 
that for ten days they were beaten, starved, 
hung up by the thumbs and otherwise ill 
treated, and that they confessed to escape star- 
vation. Twenty witnesses testified toan allhi, 
but they were convicted. McCullough is said 
to be dying of consumption. 


DARING BURGLARS. 
They Compel a meer 7 Agent to Unlock « 


RICHMOND, Texas, January 25.—Between 
one and two o’clock yesterday morning, thrée 
masked men entered the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe railroad depot, about a mile from the 
business portion of the town, and under cover 
of a pistol compelled a watchman, named 
Gregery, to open the doors leading to inner of- 
fices. They then attempted to drill through 
the safe in the station agent’s office. After 
drilling for some time, the men became impa- 
tient and two of them went to the 
residence of Station Agent Hagen 
and roused him out of bed, telling him 
the freight house was on fire. As the ageut 
came out of the house they seized him and 
forced him at the muzzle ofa revolver to ac- 
company them to the depot, where, under 
threats to take his lifeif he refused, Hagem 
opened the safe. The robbers then secured 
$1,400 in money. After rifling the safe they 
ordered Hagen and Gregory to remain quietly 
in the room at the peril of their lives. When 
Agent Hagen finally looked out the men had 
fled. Itis not known whether they left on 
horseback or on foot.

Body fora Medical College. | 
BALTIMORE. January 25.—Anderson Perry, 
colored janitor of a medical college, implicated 
with John T, Ross and Albert Hawkins for the 
murder of Emily Brown, on the 10th of De- 
eember last, is now on trial in the criminal 
court without a jury. Ross, already convicted 
of murder in the first degeee, testified today 
that Perry proposed the murder and sale of 
the body to the university, and pressed him to 


the commission of the act. He confessed 
that under the influence of 
Perry he struck the old woman 


with a brick, when she cried: “Good Lord!” 
and fell to the floor. He swore that he took 
the body te the university and deliverod it to 
Perry, who paid him forit. He said it was 
all right and no one would ever know how she 
died. The trial is creating the greatest ex- 
citement and the courthouse is thronged with 
people.

THE WIDOW MOORE'S S WATCH 


Remarkable History Attached 
To it. 

Macon, Ga., January 25.—[Special.]J—The 
old silver watch, belonging to James Moore’s 
widow, has a wonderful history. It was brought 
from Scotland yearsago, and isof London 
make. Its first owner was Robert 
Lodge, who ran on the South- 
western railroad as engineer, 
in the olden days. Prior to the war Lodge 
was killed in an accident near Stewart’s cross- 
ing. Theengine left the track and turned 
over, throwing Lodge on a stump and crushing 
the life out of him. He had on the watch when 
he was kiiled, and it fell into the hands of 
Mrs. Moore, who was the half sister of Lodge's 
ewife. 

When Mrs. Moore was first married to. Jack 
Kimbrough the latter wore the watch. and when 
he was killed in Baldwin county some years 
ago while trying to arresta man named En- 
nis, he had the watch on his person. 
The old time piece was returned 
to the widow, and was thus 
for the second time associated with a yiolent 
death 

Jim Moore married the Widow Kimbrough, 
and he wore the old silver watch regularly. 
After his arrest he still had it on, but on the 
night before the mob took him he return- 
ed the watch to his wife, and it become once 
again associated with a terrible tragedy, 

Some daysago Mrs. Moore placéd the watch 
in the hands of Lieutenant Wood to be sold 
for her benefit, as she isin very straightened 
circumstances. Knowing that the old watch 
was valueless except for the old silver thut 
was in it, Lieutenant Wood spoke to 
Watchman G ‘eorge Henry about it, and the 
latter got up a rafile of a hundred chanees at 
twenty-five cents a chance. Lieutenant Wood 
threw the winning number, but sold his throw 
to Frank Burke for a quarter, and the latter 
became possessor of the ancient time piece. He 
will reaurn the watch to Mrs. Moore, and so 
another link in its eventful history is com- 
pleted.

Hal), J.—1. A declaration alleged, in brief, as 
follows: The defendants, as partners, were en- 
gaged in the sale of drugs and medicines in 
the city of Macon, and were indebted to plain- 
tiff the sum of $150.12, with interest; the plain- 
tiff was employed by them as a clerk in their 
drug store, and while so employed, he was the 
owner and proprietor of a formula for making 
a preparation known and sold as “Russell’s Axle 
Grease;’”’ after making and selling this prepar- 
tion for some time, it being in some degrec 
popular and sought after, one of 
the members of the firm voluutarily told him 
that ke would allow him a liberal royalty on 
the sale of the preparation, whereupon he com- 
pounded and sold it solely for the drug store 
of the defendants, giving them the full benefit 
of all the profits from the sale thereof; the 
plaintiff pushed the sale, and sold a quantity 
stated; at the time of the agreement between 
the defendants and himself, no amount was 
fixed or specified as to what the plaintiff's 
royalty should be; he was reasonably enti- 
tied te half the net profits, putting his knowl- 
edge and skill against the cost of the prepara- 
tion: 

Held, that the declaration set out no cause of 
action,the only liability stated,ifany, being that 
of an individual member of the defendants’ 
firm, based on a promise which was unsupport- 
ed by any valuable consideration. There was 
nothing in sucha declaration On which an 
amendment could be founded. 

2. An amendment to such a declaration, 
striking the word voluntary as descriptive of 
the promise made, and alleging that after 
making and selling the preparation for some 
time, and when it became in some degree pop- 
ularand sought after, the defendant’s firm 
promised and agreed with the ~ plaint- 
iff that, in consideration of his 
services in compounding and _ selling 
such preparation, the receipt belonging to the 
plaintiff, they wonldwallow hima liberal roy- 
alty, towit. one-half of the net profits from the 
s les, in addition to his regular salary as clerk 
for the firm, introduced a new and different 
cauge of action, and should not have been al- 
lowed.

Hall, J.—1. A testator died in 1836. The 
eighth item of his will was as follows: “I give 
and devise to my kind, good and affectionate 
wife, Emily H. Tubman, the entire balance of 
my estate, of whatever kind or thing it may 
consist of. Now in consideration of the unlim- 
ited confidence that I have in the“liscretion of 
my good wife, Emily H, Tubman, I do hereby 
constitute and appoint her my sole executrix 
of this will, with the full hope and belief that 
she will use every means in her power to carry 
every partof this my will into complete effect. 

(Then follow certain directions to his execu- 
trix for obtaining a law to manumit the slaves 
of the testator, and upon condition of obtaining 
such a law, for the presentation of $5,090 to the 

University of Georgia or the trustees thereof.) 

“And furthermore I request that my execu- 

trix distrifute amongst the of the county 

of Richmond two dollars; and that 
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Cumming, for defendants. 


the Richmond County Academy, and’their suc- 
ceesors, the annual product to be by them ap- 
propriatcd to the erection of a poor house in 
raid county, and for the support of its inhabi; 
tants forever. Now for the purpose of enab- 
lipg my executrix to carry into full and 
complete effect every part of this my last will 
and testament according tomy desires herein 
expressed I do hereby authorize my executrix 
to make a!l sales and conveyances that may be 
necessary for the above mentioned purposes;” 

Held, that it was not the intention of the 
testator to adopt the county poor-house, or to 
bestow his bounty uponit, or to confide to 
these having in charge the administration of 
the fund raised by taxation for the -support of 
the county, the management of the property 
provided by him for alike purpose; but he de- 
signed the erection of a separate establishment, 
to be located and controlled by agents of his 
own selection, who were to distribute and ap- 
ply the income from the fund in their discre- 
tion as best to effect the purpose designated. 

(a.) The judge of the City Court of Richmond 
county, who is ex-oflicio commissioner of roads 
and revenues of that county, having, in his offi- 
cial capacity, tendered himself asa suitable per- 
son to be appointed trustee to effectuate the 
wishes of the testator, expressed in his will,and 
the chancellor. in tae exercise’ of his discre- 
tion, having g@eclined the offer so made, this 
court will not interfere. 

2. Prior to 1554, the judge of the superior 
eourt had no power, by a proceeding in cham- 
bers, to accept the resignation ofa trustee and 
appoint a successor. 10 Ga., 433; 48 Id., 453; 
49 Id., 397, 411; 53 Id,, 213; 60 Id., 399. 

(a.) Under the 8th item of the testator’s will, 
the exccutrix was, during her life, the proper 
person to execute the trust created, and it did 
not devolve upon the trustees of the Academy 
of Richmond County and their successors 
until her death. Therefore there was no 
authority, Gurivg her lifetime, for the renun- 
ciation of the trust by them and the appoint- 
ment of a successor, she not having been re- 
moved for mismanagement or abuse of the 
trust, and not having voluntarily resigned. 
Code, 22 2319, 2320. 

(b.) After the death of the executrix, the 
trust devolved upon the persons who might 
be the trustees of the Richmond County Acad- 
emy, and not upon the corporation of which 
they were trustees; and the coxyporation,as such, 
bad no right to renounce the trust. 

(c.) If lapse of time can be relied on as con- 
ferring title to this character of trust, it can- 
uot be applied here, since the city council, who 
make the claim,. never had either actual or 
legal-possession of the trust, and were never 
actuaily or legally engaged in looking after its 
affairs. 

(d.) The city council of Augusta had no 
right, express or implied, under the laws of 
the state, to accept or administer thistrust. 2 
How., 127.

He theught this befor, 
the Vales assassination, and believed that 
sooner or later he woukl be executed, because 
of the murder commitied in Edgefield years 
But to the story: 

THE DREAM OF A MURDERER. 

“One night during tlyg latter part ot March,” 
said Valentine, ‘I left the place where I was 
working, and went over about two miles in the 
countr¥,to see a colored man named Jim 
Wilkes“to whom I had loaned some money, 
and who bad promised to return it that night, 
if I should go for it. I did not find Jim, but 
was told he would return to his house almost 
any moment,a white man for whom he was 
working having sent for him. Isat down by 
the fire in his cabin to wait for him, and, while 
sitting on the bench, fell asleep. Jim came in 
in about ten minutes (it couldn't have been 
asleep longer than that,and I conldn’t have 
been longer than five minutes), paid me the 
nioney (sixty-five cents) and I returned to my 
boarding plaee and weut to bed: but I eonld 
not sleep.gbecause I was angoyed by a horrible 
dream | had had while I was asleep by Jim's 
fire. 

“I thought I went through years in those 
few minutes. I thought I was in Beauford, 
Carolina, and was working at ship loading. 
The ship was loaded by means of pullies, one 
rope running to thehead of the mainmast, pass- 
ing through a pully there, then running down 
inte the hold of the ship. We were loading 
cotton. Somehow the long rope became hitch- 
ed at the top of the mast and Captain E. D. 
Purcei], who was boss, said that I must go up 
and fix it. I started toclimb the rope, and 
when half way, high up from the deck, my 
senses seemed to fail me. I summoned allmy 
strength and, hand over hand, continucd my 
climb to the mast head, and after suspense 
most terrible,and completely exhausted from 
fear and dread, reached out and with the tips 
of my fingers touched the mast. 

“Could I have reached two 
all would have been right. I could then have 
drawn myselfon. the mast and have saved 
myself, or remained secure till my fellow 
workmen, who were on shore shouting to me 
could help me from my perilous position. With 
one more effort which I thought would be the 
last, I could make the first joints of my fingers 
reach over the flat part of the mast head, and 
I felt that 1 was all right. My head was hang- 
ing beneath the rope, I vpened my cyes 
when I thought myself safe and 
looked. It seemed that I was so 
high from land that the people on the 
wharf who were calling to me appeared no 
larger than matches. Beneath me was the 
ship which was about as large as a din- 
ner bucket, and the sca spread for miles iu 
all directions. But I thought I wassaved from 
what appeared would be a horrible plange to 
death, because my fingers were pretty firmly 
clasped over the mast head, and sosoon as I 
rested a moment and could bring together all 
my remaining strength I would pull myself on 
top of the long mast. 

“Just when I was about to make what! 
knew would be my last effort and on which de- 
pended life or death, I felt something push- 
ipg away my fingers from their scanty hold on 
the wood. My strength was fast failing me, 
and some power was gradually but surely 
pushing my fingers, degree by degree, from 
their slight hold on which depended my life. 
Instinctively I raised my glance from the aw- 
fuland death-promising scene below to ascer- 
tain my new feée. Horror of horrors—it was 
Mr. Vales. Ina glance I saw himand saw the 
wrath in his face. His hair was singed and 
half his clothing was burned from his body. 
The flesh was entirely burned from his bony 
fingers, but, with a triumphant smile, he was 
little by little loosening my hold from the 
mast. My God! how I suffered, Suffered the 
torture ofa thousand deaths. Suffered more 
than I will suffer on the gallows! 

“But it was life or death with me. I must 

fight the fight or I must godown,down to death 
below. Once more collecting my whole strength 
I grasped for the wood, and avoiding the bony 
fingers of my victim, I clinched the 
mast with a death-grip. | thought 
I had the courage to do battle even 
with the dead, and would have proven triumh- 
ant in my dream had not the dead spoken. 
Having firmly placed myselfon the mast, I 
had made up my mind to fight for possession 
of the pole, when the apparition spoke. In- 
stantly every muscle was paralyzed. My 
fingers did not relax their hold, but I was pow- 
erless to move. 
“Preston Valentine, you struck me down in 
the dead of night,” said the apparition: “‘foully 
murdered me. Without a moment's warning, 
you hurried me into the other world. Your 
time iscome. Vengeance I will have!” 

I could not move. The rope to which I had 
clung for life was placed around my neck, 
tightened so as to strangle me, and my tor- 
mentor commenced the work of loosening my 
grarp on the mast to launch me into eternity. 
One by one the fingers were forced from their 
hold; wy legs were removed from the mast, 
and—well, just here Jim came in and I was 
awakened. 

‘Jim noticed my worry when I aweke. and 
asked what was the matter, and I told him I 
bad a terrible dream. He paid me themoney 
and I started home. Butl1 was so frightened 
for fear that I had said something during the 
dream that would make peoplein the room 
think I was a murderer that beforeI went 
away I inguired of the young woman—.Jim’s 
daughter—and her brother, who were in the 
house, if I had said anything. They told mel 
had uttered groans but didn’t say any words 
they could understand. This relieved me a 
great deal, but Iwas still worried and went 
home in a frightful condition of mind. I then 
made up my mind to leave Virginia. 

“Next day, I think, 1 was arrested and 
brought back to Augusta. If the arrest had not 
been made that day I would have left Low- 
moor that week. I couldn’t put my mind 
down to work, and I intended to go, go, go. 
But that night was the last one of my flight or 
freedom. Since then I have had many dreams 
about the murders I have done, but none so 
terrible, so paralyzing as that. I reckon I 
dreamed about Beaufé¥t because .I had been 
offered a job to do work in Port Royal, but did 
not take the job. Well! In a@couple of weeks 
I must hang and give life for life.,’’ 

The above is from memory and written 
about as closely in the language used By the 
executed criminal as possible, though of course 
deviating from Preston’s own words. To 
hear him tellthe fearful dream in his own 
simple words and weird way, was stirring and 
suggestive. Hesaid he thought at the time 
that he would seon be called upon to answer in 
the courts of justice for his crime, and knew 
that sooner or later, the death penalty would 
be meted out to him. Preston Valentine died 
a staunch believer in the saying that “Murder 
will Out.”

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HANGING FIRE. 


NO SITE YET SELECTED FOR THE 
, SCHOOL. 
(a rr mi ee 
The Techn<¢ leg cal Comm eaton Remaius in Session ali 
Day Witbout Reaching a Decision—They Visit 
the Grant Park Siteand Hear From its 
Advogates—Aciion Still Deferred, 


The Technological commission worked all 
day yesterday without arriving at a decision 
concerning the lecation of the proposed 
school. 

The public will no doubt feel impatient at 
the delay, but the @ommissioners are making 
a very careful examination before taking ac- 
tion, and they are crippled in their delibera- 
tions by the absence of two of their num- 
ber. 

The state’s appropriation as already -an- 
nounced will be forthcoming on call, And the 
city is ready with her cash. 

Everything now waits upon the selection of 
a site by the commissioners. As soon as that 
is made and the plans approved, there will be 
nothing in the way of the immediate construc- 
tion of the school buildings. 

At nine o’clock yesterday morningthe com- 
wission-rove out to § Grant park, accompanied 
by the governor, to take a look at the property 
offered for the school purposes, There they 
were met by a number of citizens, among them 
Dr. Rankin, Judge Calhoun and Colonel L. P. 
Grant. 

After spending the- morning in making a 
complete survey of the premises and surround- 
ing neighborhood, and regarding the proposed 
site from all points of view. the commissioners 
returned to the city at noon and devoted the 
balance of the time before dinner to the in- 
spection of plans and arranging of a number 
of minor details. 

AFTER DINNER. 

At half past three o’clock the board again 
assembled at the office of Mr. 8S. M. Inman, and 
were called upon by a delegation of citizens in- 
terested in the selection of the Grant park site, 
consisting of Colonel L. P. Grant, Dr. Rankin, 
Mr. Welborn Mitchell, Colonel E. N. Broyles 
and Mess: 8. Wm. Haygood aid 
kK. W. Martin. They urged the 
intrinsic merit of the site itself, iés proximity 
to the popular park of the city; the prospect of 
having a steam dummy engine running from 
the city to the immediate neighborhood of the 
ground: the growth of thetown in that direc- 
tion, to which the opening of the park had 
lately given afresh impetus; andthe assur- 
ances Which could be given’ that proper 
boarding houses would be biit 
near by, capable of accommodating all persons 
connected with the establishment in need of 
such entertainment. Dr.Rankin also assured 
the commission that the site should have the 
very best street railroad, gasand water facili- 
ties in the near future. 

Colonel Grant, Judge Calhoun, Colonel 
Broyles, Mr. Haygood and Dr. Rankin all 
spoke in turn and made carnest arguments in 
behalf of the Grant-park site. The interview 
lasted nearly all the afternoon. These gentle- 
men, While warmly advocating the selection 
of that particular. site, expressed to the com- 
mission their warm interest in the technologi- 
cal school itself, and declared that they would 
stand by it even if one Of the other sites was 
chosen for its location. 

THAY DECIDE TO WAITS, 

The commission took up the consideration of 
other details in connection with their w rk after 
listenivg to these arguments, deciding that the 
arrival of Commissioner Porter should be 
awaited before coming to a definite. decision 
concerning the choice of location. 

Mr. Porter is expected today or, at latest, to- 
morrow. The commission will take no definite 
action in thisimportant matter, nor give any 
indication of what their decision will be until 
Mr. Porter arrives. Chairman Harris is still 
confined to his bed, and there appears to be no 
hope of his coming for the present. 

STRONG PUBLIC INTEREST. 

The city last night was greatly teased to 
know what had been done by the commission. 
The strong public interest_in the sub- 
Was betrayed into livelier demon- 
stration than ever before by the suspense 
in which people had been kept concerning the 
selection of a'site. 

THE CONSTITUTION oftice was much be-tele- 
phoned on the subject. Hellos from many 
quarters of the town, -followed by the oft- 
repeated question,£ continued coming until 
almost bedtime. Few of the curious ones ap- 
peared content to drop the subject at the dis- 
appointing answer: “No decision reached,” 
but insisted on knowing what indications the 
commissioners had given of ‘‘which way thejcat 
was going to jump,” and which site the reporter 
was in favor of, and propounding other conun-
